come increasingly difficult during the 
past several years. 
Particularly 
is 
this true in certain 
localities. 
The 
reasons are m any and vary consider­ 
ably although most of them are per- 
lectly obvious, to 
business 
men 
of 
each section. 
Southeast Missouri w as 
a 
district 
th a t found itself confronted with the 
financing 
problem. 
In 
past 
years, 
these fertile lands had raised 
corn, 
clover, wheat and livestock. Practical­ 
ly no cotton had been grown, but d u r­ 
ing the high priced w ar period, 
the 
cotton acreage began to increase and 
conitnued until in 1924. this crop was 
the m ajor crop. 
W heat had alm ost 
been abandoned, all hay acreage had 
decreased and livestock farm ing had 
become of minor im portance. 
The two principal crops, cotton and 
corn, brought in no money unitl fall 
and since there were no cropr to bring 
in spring 
money, 
the 
local 
banks 
found it exceedingly hard to finance 
all of their old custom ers, 
to 
say 
nothing of assisting the new ones 
In 
1923, the Interm ediate 
Credit 
Hank of St. Louis 
devised 
a 
plan 
whereby assistance could bo given to 
farm ers through the organization of 
local Interm ediate Credit Corporation 
No particular form of organization or 
I>Ihii of operation was specified, ex ­ 
cept th a t the local organization must 
raise $10,900 capital 
stock 
to 
be 
placed with the St. Louis bank. This 
¥10,000 capital stock allowed the local 
organization to borrow $100,000 from 
the St. liOuis bank, requiring them, 
of course, to put up the 
borrowers’ 
notes us the money was loaned. 
D uring 1923-24, a total of four lo- 
cal c o r p o r a to r s were form ed in 
the 
Southeast Missouri 
te rrito ry . 
They 
were located at Kennett, Charleston, 
Malden and New Madrid, and no one 
of them operated alike. 
Each was 
for the purpose of assisting the farm ­ 
ers of their communities, particularly 
those who could not be taken care of 
by the local banks. 
This meant loan­ 
ing to those who had only chattels and 
crops for security. 
A hazardous risk, 
if not handled carefully, yet one that 
can be handled successfully as 
has 
been proved by the one at New Mad- 
iid, which at the present ^ime, is the 
only one operating. 
This organization, known a.- 
The 
F a rm e rs’ Agricultural C redit Corpor­ 
ation. w as formed in M arch, 1924, and 
proceeded to do*business immediately. 
Its au th o rity was vested in a board of 
seven directors from which was elect­ 
ed a president and vice-president. The 
$10,000 capital stock was m ade up by 
35 business men from New 
Madrid 
ami Lilbourn, an adjoining town. The 
borrow ers should reside within 
the 
trade territo ry of these towns. 
Instead of organizing with the ex- 


w hat they had to pay. 
The rate paid 
by the borrow ers in 1924 was 7 per 
cent, in 1925 
per cent and in 1926 
6*4 per cent. 
The borrow er also hafl 
to pay 2 per cent inspection fees, a l­ 
though the actual expnese of inspec­ 
tion has never exceeded this, and the 
balance left was credited to earnings, 
and paid back to the borrowers in the 
dividends. 
To 
prevent 
a 
borrower 
from spending his loan before he had 
done the necessary am ount of work 
on his crop, the money was paid out ! 
in four equal m onthly installments. 
The first impression of many 
is 
that there is too much red tape 
a t ­ 
tached to the securing of a loan, yet 
a second consideration convinces them 
that because of the natu re of securi- 
<y, such precautions are most neces­ 
sary. Jesse M. Miles, the secretary of 
he New Madrid Corporation, attribu- 
es the success of their organization 
to these precautions, and successful 
it most certainly has been. 
During 1924, a total of $60,000 was 
loaned to approxim ately 110 borrow-j 
ers, and at the end of the year a divi- •. 
dend of 5 per cent was declared. 
The 
total earnings fo r 1925 w’as 15 per; 
cent, of which 10 per cent was paid I 
out in dividends. 
The am ount lo a n ed ' 
this last year was $70,000 to approxi­ 
m ately 135 borrowers. 
I>ast year the 
earnings am ounted to 10 per cent, of 
which 8 per cent was paid in dividends 
»it a total of $65,000 loaned to 
ap ­ 
proxim ately 126 borrowers. 
This year, in the face of the 
ad­ 
verse conditions brought about by the 
big flood, and made worse by’ an e x ­ 
trem ely wet season,'this organization 
loaned about $30,000 to needy farm - 
urs. 
As yet the collections have not 
been completed, in fact just begun, 
and it is impossible 
to 
be 
definite 
about them. 
However, the secretary 
is confident that every borrower will 
be able to pay up bv 
the 
end 
of 
harvest time. 
In the four years of operation 
of 
'his credit corporation, there has been 
but three foreclosures. 
It has assist­ 
’d farm ers to operate who could not 
have secured help otherwise, it has 
elievde landlords of the necessity 
of 
having to furnish tenants, and it has 
p*id good dividends to the holders of 
'to ck as well as increasing the value 
of the stock which is, at the present 
time, worth $1.20 per share.

This reniaj li­ 
able crop was produced in spite 
of 
moat unfavorable conditions, as a re­ 
sult of efficient management. 
laist spring. when bees needed large 
supplies of honey and pollen to raise 
a brood, it rained continually and no 
storer could be gathered. 
Many peo­ 
ple lost many of their hives, and those 
that survived were too weak to pro­ 
duce any surplus. 
June, a good honey month, was a 
failure, due to floods 
and 
continual 
rain. 
It was not until the middle of 
July that the l>ee* were able to »fath­ 
er wild sweets in any quantity. But 
by that time most bee* were depleted 
nf workers, and hail too small a field 
force. 
lieadlee. however, had provided for 
this contingency. 
He kept 
na< k 
a 
good supply of comb tilled with honey, 
and during the fall 
went 
through 
each of his hives, giving each of them 
40 pounds 
of honey. 
It 
took 
500 
pounds of honey, #100 worth, thus to 
strengthen and equalize the hives, but 
he gained 20-fold by his prudence. 
He did not lose a hive during the 
unfavorable spring and early* 
sum ­ 
mer, 
During the excellent fall that 
has just closed, 
his 
bees 
averaged 
about 120 pounds of honey a hive, or 
at retail price $24 each. 
Other apiar­ 
ists report an average of 25 
to 
50 
pounds surplus a hive, with a heavy 
mortality of hives. 
“Bee moths are a joke to me*’, said 
Meadlee. 
“They will 
never 
bother 
strong colonies, and 1 see to it 
that 
my colonies are too strong for 
the 


moths. 
As a m atter of fact, a weak 
colony is worth little. One srtong col­ 
ony will produce as much as a dozen 
weak ones, with much less 
expense 
md trouble.

this period over the admission of 
state? as slave or free territory, had

They were the immediate out­ 
growth of the opposition 
to Benton 
and were aimed directly at the veter- 
n statesman. Benton denied the right 
f the Legislature so 
to direct 
its 
senators and congressmen, and 
re­ 
fused to abide 
by 
the 
instructions. 
From this time forward, the organiz­ 
ed, opposition, a coalition of the anti- 
Benton element of his own consist­ 
ency and of the undivided Whigs, was 
ireless in its eorts to defeat him 
in 
the senatorial campaign of 1851. This 
he knew. 
Benton was >ixty-eight years 
old. 
He had been a senator for 30 
years. 
With David Barton, he had been elect­ 
ed one of Missouri’s two United S tat­ 
es Senators when she became a state 
in 1820. and during these first three 
decades of the commonwealth, he had 
served Missouri 
with 
courage and 
fidelity. 
There is something almost 
tragic in this, his last senatorial ap 
pcarance in the State he had served 
so long. 
It is almost certain that he 
foresaw the outcome of the forthcom­ 
ing senatorial campaign, for the clos 
ing words of his St. Louis speech have 
a prophetic ring and are almost 
in 
the nature of a farewell.

viewing minutely the action of Con 
gress at the session just closed,

plaining his failure to renew the at

’nullification 
iesolutions E>ecause of the illness and 
death of the fiery’ 
South 
Carolinian 
and denouncing 
with 
characteristic 
Bentonian arrogance the famous Om 
nibu« Biil, he closed his address with 
these words 
‘I have been Senator thirty years— 
a continuance in service more honor 
able to the people, and to our repub 
lican institutions, than 
to 
me—an 
swering, as it does, 
the 
monarchial 
accusation against the fickleness and 
ingratitude 
of 
republics. 
I 
hav< 
sometimes had to act against the pre 
conceived opinions, and first impress 
ions of my constituents; hut alway 
with full reliance upon their intelli 
gence and equity—their intelligent 
to understand me and their equity to 
do me justice—and have never been 
disappointed. 
1 value solid popular 
ity—the esteem ot good men, for good 
actions. 
I despise the bubble popu 
larity that is won without merit and 
lost without crime. 
I have done some 
service to the State, but I put no claim 
on that account. 
I give up the past, 
and look only to the 
present, 
and 
want no change from the issue join­ 
ed before the election, and no appeal 
from the decision; no appeal from 
the appeal. 
I have never solicited 
an office and have refused many. My 
Senatorial elections have 
been 
the 
free gift of the people. 
I claim noth­ 
ing. 
But I object to being put down 
by a conspiracy; and especially to he 
sold to those whom I have whipped, 
and paid for in offices which belong 
to the people”.
